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Annual  Report 


The  annual  report  includes  a  brief  review  of  the  activities 
and  the  achievements  of  the  students,  the  faculty  and  the 
alumnae  for  the  year,  September  1,  1919,  to  August  31,  1920. 
A  financial  statement  is  appended  and  the  needs  and  oppor- 
tunities of  the  new  year  are  suggested. 

The  fall  term  opened  September  10,  1919,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  170  students.  This  number  was  increased  at  the 
beginning  of  the  mid-year  term,  February  1,  1920,  by  the  addi- 
tion of  21  students.  The  summer  session,  June  21  to  August 
13,  had  a  registration  of  113,  giving  for  the  year  a  total  of  304. 
Two  hundred  thirteen  of  this  number  were  residents  of  the 
dormitories.  These  young  women  were  representative  of  29 
states,  including  the  far  distant  ones  of  California,  Florida, 
Oregon,  and  New  Mexico.  There  were  two  students  from 
Canada,  two  from  China,  two  preparing  for  work  in  Mexico 
and  one  missionary  from  Northern  China  who  had  been  for 
many  years  in  the  work  there.  There  were  eight  students  in 
the  classes  in  Supervision  and  Administration  during  the  reg- 
ular year,  and  nine  in  the  Summer  Session.  All  of  these 
women  were  actively  engaged  in  training  work  or  preparing 
for  positions  of  such  a  nature.  Of  the  students  enrolled  during 
the  academic  year  43  had  had  one  or  more  years  of  study  in 
a  College  of  Liberal  Arts  before  beginning  professional  train- 
ing and  three  were  college  graduates. 

On  June  10,  at  the  thirty-fourth  annual  commencement,  57 
students  received  kindergarten  and  elementary  certificates  and 
73  diplomas.  Three  normal  diplomas  entitling  to  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Education  were  given.  The  Alumnae  Scholar- 
ships were  awarded :  the  Elizabeth  Harrison  to  Marjorie  Shef- 
field, Evanston,  111. ;  the  Mrs.  John  N.  Crouse  to  Margaret 


Kimball  of  Plainfield,  N.  J. ;  the  Jean  Carpenter  Arnold  Schol- 
arship was  given  to  Marion  Norton  of  Newell,  Iowa ;  and  the 
two  Demonstration  School  Scholarships  to  Violet  Rush  of 
Portland,  Ore.,  and  Doris  Payne,  of  Manistee,  Mich.  A  new 
scholarship,  the  gift  of  an  alumna,  for  the  year  1920-21,  was 
awarded  for  the  spirit  of  service  and  co-operation  in  the  school 
to  Isabel  Boyd,  of  Morrison,  111.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
Summer  Session,  August  13,  1920,  15  more  students  received 
certificates  and  11  diplomas. 


The  Commencements  for  the  academic  year  as  well  as  for 
the  Summer  Session  were  largely  attended  by  graduates  of 
the  College  and  by  relatives  and  friends  of  the  students.  They 
were  very  happy  and  inspiring  occasions,  saddened  only  by 
the  absence  of  the  beloved  president,  Miss  Elizabeth  Harrison. 
The  commencement  address  in  June  was  delivered  by  the  Rev. 
Earnest  Fremont  Tittle,  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Evans- 
ton.  Dr.  Tittle  gave  a  stirring  challenge  on  the  need  of  living 
in  the  period  of  reconstruction  following  the  war  true  to  the 
faith  imposed  in  us  by  our  boys  who  died  at  the  front.  In 
August,  Peter  A.  Mortenson,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Chicago,  spoke  of  some  of  the  requisites  for  a  teacher  and  paid 
a  tribute  of  appreciation  to  those  graduates  of  the  College  who 
are  teaching  in  the  Chicago  Public  Schools.  The  Bacca- 
laureate in  June  was  given  by  the  Rev.  Herbert  Lockwood 
Willett  at  the  Memorial  Church  of  Christ.  The  sermon 
revealed  such  a  keen  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  the 
little  child  and  gave  such  a  vision  of  the  function  of  the  teacher 
that  it  seemed  to  the  students  the  climax  of  their  training. 
Other  events  of  Commencement  week  were  the  beautiful  out- 
of-door  festival,  ''The  Call  of  Spring,"  the  Children's  Party  for 
the  twelve  mission  kindergartens  where  our  students  teach, 
and  the  Annual  Concert. 


Two  series  of  lectures  were  held  on  Community  Living; 
one  in  the  Spring  Term,  the  other  in  the  Summer  Session. 
They  brought  before  the  students  the  following  lecturers  of 
note,  each  one  of  whom  gave  a  message  of  singular  vigor  and 
freshness.  Several  of  these  men  and  women  contributed  their 
services  without  charge;  none  received  more  than  a  nominal 
fee.  Their  coming  is  an  evidence  of  their  interest  in  the 
higher  life  of  the  community  as  well  as  of  their  appreciation 
of  the  work  of  the  College.

In  addition  to  these  lecturers  the  College  was  delighted 
to  welcome  on  other  occasions  Miss  Vera  Brown  of  the 
Kindergarten  Unit  to  France,  Miss  Georgene  Faulkner,  who 
spoke  of  her  interesting  work  as  a  storyteller  to  the  A.  E.  F., 
Dr.  William  Chalmers  Covert  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Mrs.  Willoughby  A.  Hemingway  of  China,  Elizabeth 
A.  Woodward  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  greatest  honor  of  the  year  was  the  visit  and  address 
of  Dr.  Philander  P.  Claxton,  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education.  Dr.  Claxton  addressed  the  students  of  the  Sum- 
mer Session  on  the  Necessity  of  Education  in  building  for 
the  Democracy  of  the  Future.  He  stated  that  he  believed 
the  kindergarten  to  be  the  foundation  of  the  new  system  of 
education  because  it  affords  the  true  democratic  conception  of 
education.  His  talk  was  a  great  synthesis  which  brought 
together  the  courses  of  study  and  the  ideals  for  which  this 
training  stands.  He  spoke  in  terms  of  the  highest  respect  for 
the  past  record  of  the  College  and  said  that  he  believed  the 
present  was  fulfilling  every  promise  of  the  past. 


A  new  departure  for  the  year  were  the  community  excur- 
sions conducted  by  Miss  Georgia  McClellan  of  the  regular 
faculty,  and  participated  in  during  the  year  and  the  Summer 
Session  by  virtually  all  the  students.  The  purpose  of  these 
excursions  is  to  introduce  the  students  to  the  places  of  greatest 
art,  educational  and  commercial  interest  in  Chicago  and  further 
to  connect  the  subjects  taught  in  the  College  with  the  life  of 
the  community,  thus  socializing  the  curriculum.  Some  of  the 
points  of  interest  that  have  been  visited  are:  The  Chicago 
Art  Institute,  the  Field  Museum,  the  Public  Library,  the  Parks 
and  Playgrounds,  the  Academy  of  Science,  the  Postoffice,  Don- 
nelley Printing  Plant,  Marshall  Field's,  the  Toy  Manufacturing 
Plants,  the  Juvenile  Court,  Hull  House,  Sears-Roebuck. 
Everywhere  Miss  McClellan  and  her  class  have  been  received 
with  much  courtesy,  frequently  furnished  with  a  guide,  and 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  this  form  of  teaching  have 
been  evident.  Lorado  Taft  invited  the  students  of  the  Sum- 
mer Session  to  his  studio  and  explained  to  them  his  Fountain 
of  Time,  now  in  place  at  the  Washington  Park  Entrance  to 
the  Midway. 


The  plan  for  Festivals  is  also  worthy  of  mention.  A  com- 
mittee from  the  faculty  and  the  Senior  Class  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Margaret  Farrar  created  and  sponsored  five  beau- 
tiful festival  programs:  The  Bulb-Planting;  The  Thanks- 
giving; The  Christmas;  The  Hero  Day;  and  The  May  Fes- 
tival. Each  one  was  different  from  every  other  and  yet  all 
were  singularly  appropriate  and  very  lovely  in  their  artistic 
form.  An  especial  tribute  of  appreciation  is  due  to  Miss 
Farrar,  whose  skill  both  faculty  and  students  proudly  acknowl- 
edge; and  to  Miss  Etta  Mount  of  our  faculty  and  Joint  Direc- 
tor of  the  Columbia  Normal  School  of  Physical  Education, 
who  gave  much  time  and  many  valuable  suggestions. 

Last  year  was  the  second  year  for  The  College  Demon- 
stration School,  with  Miss  Clara  Belle  Baker  in  charge  of  the 
primary  work  and  Miss  Jessie  Winter  of  the  kindergarten. 
The  school  is  proving  its  value  as  an  experimental  station  for 
new  methods  in  the  teaching  of  children,  as  an  observation 
center  for  students  and  alumnae  and  as  a  demonstration  to 
superintendents  and  other  educators  of  the  character  of  the 
work  for  which  we  stand.  It  has  had  a  continual  influx  of 
visitors  from  Chicago  as  well  as  other  sections  of  the  country, 
among  whom  have  been  several  prominent  superintendents. 
One  result  of  this  observation  has  been  such  a  demand  for 


our  graduates  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  meet  it.  The 
school  presents  an  unusual  social  problem  with  its  eighteen 
different  nationalities  in  a  locality  where  there  is  no  social 
center  for  the  parents  and  their  friends.  As  we  pointed  out 
last  year,  the  College  should  enlarge  its  work  to  include  a 
social  worker  who  would  spend  her  time  in  the  neighborhood 
and  in  providing  social  activities  for  these  people  at  the  Col- 
lege. This  would  give  the  students  a  practical  laboratory  for 
their  courses  in  social  service;  and  should  be  the  next  forward 
step.  Miss  Hooper,  Elementary  Supervisor,  in  co-operation 
with  Miss  Baker  and  Miss  Winter,  has  arranged  for  health 
supervision  each  week  from  the  City  Health  Board  for  the 
children  of  the  Demonstration  School.  She  has  given  for  two 
years  the  Binet-Simon  Intelligence  Tests  to  the  children  with 
the  addition  of  certain  performance  tests.  Her  work  has  been 
very  interesting  and  from  it  certain  conclusions  may  be  drawn 
as  to  the  value  of  these  tests  for  use  with  young  children  both 
as  intelligence  and  as  promotion  tests. 


The  student  organizations  for  the  year  were  The  Student 
Council,  with  its  student  and  faculty  representation,  making 
it  "a  forum  for  student  opinion,  a  clearing-house  for  student 
and  faculty  complications  and  an  aid  and  abettor  to  every 
worthy  student  undertaking" ;  The  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation in  the  Dormitories,  which  handles  all  except  the  most 
serious  cases  of  discipline,  guides  moral-social  conduct,  and 
gives  to  all  participation  in  the  government;  The  Fellowship 
Council,  representing  in  the  school  the  activities  of  the  Student 
Women's  Christian  Fellowship  of  Chicago;  The  Elementary 
Club,  which  was  organized  to  work  for  a  more  joyous  and 
purposeful  school  life  for  primary  grade  children  everywhere ; 
The  Annual  Staff,  whose  business  it  was  to  secure  the  material 
and  finance  the  N.  K.  E.  C.  Year  Book;  and  the  three  class 
organizations,  which  are  always  flourishing.  Running  through 
the  whole  life  of  the  students  like  the  gold  thread  in  the 
weave  was  the  wonderful  spirit  of  comradeship  and  common 
interest  in  the  College  and  in  little  children.  The  tangible 
results  were  a  stage  or  platform  for  the  Assembly  Hall,  paid 
for  by  student  efforts  at  a  cost  of  $138.15 ;  a  Year  Book,  which 
at  the  increased  price  for  printing  amounted  to  about  $450.00; 
a  gift  of  $108.15  to  the  suffering  children  of  Europe;  and  the 
Commencement  gifts  to  the  College,  of  which  we  shall  speak 
later.  The  service  to  little  children  consisted  of  student 
teaching  in  the  following  Chicago  Settlements  and  Nurseries: 
Hull  House,  Mary  Crane  Nursery,  Margaret  Etter  Creche, 
Bethlehem  Creche,   St.   Peter's  and  St.   Paul's,   Little  Wan- 


derer's  Nursery,  Firman  House,  Grace  Church  Kindergarten, 
Fellowship  House.  Regular  work  during  all  the  year  was 
carried  on  in  the  Convalescent  Children's  Wards  of  Michael 
Reese  and  St.  Luke's  Hospitals  by  graduates  and  students. 
Such  work  is  occupational  therapy  of  the  finest  sort  and  has 
been  so  successful  as  to  open  up  a  new  and  large  field  for  our 
graduates. 

Last  year  there  were  three  additions  to  the  faculty  that 
we  ought  not  to  omit:  Miss  Grace  Hemingway  returned  to 
the  College  after  a  year  at  Columbia  University  with  her  B.S. 
degree  and  took  the  position  of  Social  Director;  Miss  Laura 
Hooper,  a  graduate  of  the  College  and  also  of  the  University 
of  South  Dakota,  B.A.  degree,  accepted  the  position  of  Ele- 
mentary Supervisor;  and  Elliott  R.  Downing,  Ph.D.,  of  the 
School  of  Education,  University  of  Chicago,  became  Special 
Lecturer  in  Applied  Nature  Study.  The  faculty  held  meetings 
twice  a  month  for  the  consideration  of  business  and  for  study. 
Each  member  of  the  regular  faculty  presented  an  original 
paper  or  a  book  review  at  one  of  these  meetings;  and  all 
enjoyed  the  social  hour  and  dinner  together  at  the  close.  Sev- 
eral of  the  members  of  the  faculty  were  interested  in  outside 
activities.  Miss  Harrison,  although  unable  to  be  present  at 
meetings,  continued  her  connection  with  important  committees 
of  the  National  Congress  of  Mothers  and  the  International 
Kindergarten  Union.  Miss  Baker  served  on  the  Training 
Teachers'  and  Supervisors'  Committee  and  the  Child  Study 
Committee  of  the  I.  K.  U.  and  was  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  organization  for  the 
year  1920-21.  She  also  served  as  Vice-President  of  the  Chi- 
cago Kindergarten  Club  and  was  made  President  of  the  Club 
for  the  calendar  year.  Miss  Hemingway  was  chairman  of 
the  Literature  Committee  of  the  I.  K.  U.  and  acted  as  editor 
for  the  very  valuable  list  printed  by  the  Committee  during 
the  year;  she  was  also  a  member  of  the  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence Committee.  She  represented  the  College  at  the  Super- 
intendence Session  in  Cleveland  and  at  the  National  Educa- 
tional Conference  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Miss  Hemingway 
and  Miss  Kearns  attended  the  meeting  of  the  I.  K.  U.  in 
Topeka.  Miss  Hemingway,  Miss  Anne  Williams  and  Miss 
Baker  lectured  to  groups  of  parents  and  teachers  both  in  and 
out  the  Parent-Teacher  Associations.  Miss  Williams  con- 
ducted a  very  successful  mothers'  class  on  the  South  Side. 
Miss  Margaret  Farrar  accepted  a  position  in  the  Ypsilanti, 
Michigan,  State  Normal  for  the  six  weeks'  summer  session 
and   lectured   daily   to   large   and   enthusiastic   classes.     The 


College  co-operated  with  the  National  Kindergarten  Associa- 
tion of  New  York  City  in  reviewing  articles  on  child  training 
which  the  N.  K.  A.  is  distributing  to  a  syndicate  of  nine  hun- 
dred newspapers.  Miss  Harrison  and  Miss  Williams  have 
written  for  the  series,  while  Miss  Baker  and  Miss  Hemingway 
have  given  criticism  and  suggestion  upon  the  request  of  the 
editor.  Different  members  of  the  faculty  have  written  for  The 
Kindergarten  and  First  Grade  Magazine.  The  students, 
alumnae  and  faculty  have  published  two  News  Bulletins,  in 
February  and  August.  Four  members  of  the  faculty  have 
written  books :  Miss  Baker,  The  Beginner's  Book  in  Religion ; 
Mrs.  Philemon  Kohlsaat  and  Miss  Clara  B.  Baker,  Songs  for 
the  Little  Child;  and  Francis  M.  Arnold,  Rhythms. 


The  Alumnae  Association  met  eight  times  during  the  year 
through  its  Board  of  Directors  and  once  as  a  body  Commence- 
ment week  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  speaker 
of  the  occasion  was  Superintendent  William  Wirt  of  Gary, 
Ind.,  who  gave  an  excellent  address  on  some  of  the  newer 
ideals  of  education,  stressing  the  "Work-Study-Play  Plan" 
of  the  Gary  Schools.  The  work  of  the  Alumnae  for  the  year 
consisted  of  the  payment  of  $512.22  on  their  pledges  to  the 
Property  Purchase  Fund  of  the  College;  the  gift  of  $280.00 
for  the  Elizabeth  Harrison  and  Mrs.  John  N.  Crouse  scholar- 
ships;  and  a  contribution  of  $100.00  toward  the  expense  of  the 
semi-annual  News  Bulletin  published  by  the  College  and  the 
Alumnae  Association  jointly.  The  biggest  step  taken  during 
the  year  was  the  decision  of  the  Association  made  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  to  organize  local  alumnae  groups  all  over  the 
country  affiliated  with  the  central  association  giving  a  work- 
ing nucleus  in  many  sections  which  would  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  the  College  and  keep  up  educational  standards  and 
growth  among  graduates  in  the  field.  Such  an  organization 
will  be  an  inestimable  help  in  the  matter  of  raising  endow- 
ment for  instance.  One  of  the  most  interesting  developments 
among  the  alumnae  has  been  the  new  fields  of  work  for 
Kindergarten  trained  women :  One  alumna  is  giving  health 
talks  to  girls  in  High  School;  one  is  in  charge  of  the  Women's 
Employment  and  Welfare  Work  in  a  big  packer's  plant;  one 
is  county  club  agent  doing  extension  work  in  Home  Eco- 
nomics and  Agriculture ;  several  are  interested  in  Americani- 
zation work;  some  went  into  business  during  the  war  and 
did  not  return  to  the  teaching  fold ;  two  are  engaged  in  Occu- 
pational Therapeutic  work  in  the  hospitals;  many  are  in  settle- 
ment work  and  in  church  club  or  Sunday  School  work;  Miss 


Florence  E.  Ward,  as  a  member  of  the  United  States  Agri- 
cultural Department,  supervised  a  survey  of  farm  houses  in 
thirty-three  states  of  the  Union.  About  fifty  alumnae  of 
whom  we  know  were  married  during  the  year.  In  all  of  these 
fields  the  reports  bring  in  the  news  of  success.  Why?  Be- 
cause the  training  inspires  with  the  spirit  of  service  and  gives 
a  wonderful  understanding  of  human  nature,  not  so  different 
after  all  from  child  nature. 


The  Position  Bureau  maintained  by  the  College  for  its  new 
and  old  graduates  had  a  flourishing  year.  Altogether  fifty 
young  women  were  placed  in  positions  through  its  direct 
service  and  at  least  fifty  others  by  its  recommendation  on 
inquiry.  Certain  school  systems,  as  Oak  Park,  111. ;  Duluth, 
Minn.;  Iron  Wood,  Mich.;  Fremont,  Nebr. ;  Kalamazoo,  Mich., 
asked  for  as  many  kindergarten  and  elementary  teachers  as 
the  College  could  supply;  and  took  most  of  those  who  applied 
on  our  recommendation.  The  salaries  of  these  teachers,  begin- 
ning the  work  after  two  years  of  training,  have  been  remark- 
ably good  compared  with  previous  years,  $1,200,  $1,300  and 
in  some  instances  $1,400  as  a  minimum.  The  demand  for 
training  teachers  and  supervisors  we  were  unable  to  meet, 
showing  that  there  must  be  growth  in  our  normal  class.  The 
Bureau  had  to  refuse  recommendation  for  many  positions  in 
September  in  the  kindergarten  and  primary  grades  because  its 
list  was  exhausted.  The  endorsement  of  the  teachers  sent  out 
by  the  College  from  superintendents,  school  boards  and  par- 
ents has  been  most  gratifying,  as  well  as  the  recommendations 
from  these  same  sources  to  young  women  considering  the 
training  upon  graduation  from  high  school. 


During  August  the  usual  cleaning  and  a  few  repairs  were 
made  upon  the  College  property  and  buildings  and  also  upon 
the  houses  leased  for  dormitory  purposes.  It  was  found  neces- 
sary in  July  to  arrange  for  the  rental  of  a  fifth  dormitory  in 
order  to  accommodate  the  students  seeking  admittance  in 
September.  The  house  immediately  to  the  south,  2954  Mich- 
igan Blvd.,  was  leased  for  a  rental  of  $100.00  a  month,  the 
owner  taking  care  of  all  repairs  and  decoration.  The  house 
accommodates  twenty  students  at  a  profit  of  about  $3,000.00 
a  year.

The  annual  audit  of  the  books  was  made  by  Haskins  and 
Sells,  and  their  report  shows  a  profit  and  loss  surplus  on 
August  31,  1920,  of  $42,459.87,  an  increase  over  the  preceding- 
year  of  $8,149.39.  One  five  hundred  dollar  bond  was  retired 
in  December,  and  in  June  three  one  thousand  dollar  bonds. 
The  issue  of  bonds  in  1915  was  $104,000.00.  We  have  retired 
$13,500.00,  leaving  outstanding  $90,500.00:  According  to  our 
agreement  all  of  these  bonds  must  be  taken  up  by  1935,  so 
that  we  have  only  fifteen  years  more  to  raise  $90,500.00  over 
and  above  the  expenses  of  the  College  which  we  earn.  The 
contributions  to  the  Property  Fund  this  year  were  made  up 
of  small  gifts  from  alumnae  and  friends  and  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  from  Mrs.  Henry  Phipps  of  New  York,  who  has  so 
generously  helped  us  before.  Last  year  the  Governing  Board 
endorsed  an  effort  to  raise  a  fund  of  $100,000.00  to  pay  in  full 
the  indebtedness  on  the  property.  Much  investigation  and 
discussion  as  to  the  best  way  to  launch  such  a  program  have 
been  held  by  both  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  and 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the.  Alumnae  Association.  It  was 
agreed  that  such  effort  should  be  made  through  the  alumnae 
of  the  College  and  that  the  organization  of  local  branches  or 
chapters  throughout  the  country  is  a  first  and  very  necessary 
step  in  such  a  program.  The  need  of  the  College  to  own  free 
from  debt  its  own  property  as  a  necessity  in  acquiring  perma- 
nency and  professional  recognition  is  imperative.  With  an 
alumnae  of  over  two  thousand  we  ought  to  be  able  to  exert 
such  an  influence  as  to  secure  with  comparative  ease  the  sum 
needed.  What  we  must  have  is  strong  organization  and  skilled 
leadership  for  the  campaign. 

Other  gifts  to  the  College  included  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
to  an  Endowment  Fund  contributed  by  the  Senior  Class  of 
1920  and  the  sum  of  $715.00  contributed  to  the  Crouse  Me- 
morial Library  by  several  friends  and  alumnae.  The  Library 
of  the  National  Kindergarten  and  Elementary  College  was 
a  dream  a  year  ago  but  is  now  a  reality,  the  heart  of  the 
school  as  it  should  be.  It  has  a  full  time  trained  librarian, 
Miss  Bessie  MacGill,  who  has  been  able  to  make  it  a  branch 
of  the  Chicago  Public  Library,  so  that  from  four  hundred  to 
six  hundred  books  may  be  taken  from  the  Public  Library  at 
a  time  and  kept  here  for  an  indefinite  period.  During  the  past 
year  three  hundred  seventy  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
Library  by  purchase  and  gift  as  well.  Regular  hours  are 
maintained  during  the  day  and  in  the  evening,  and  Miss  Mac- 
Gill  is  making  the  Library  indispensable  to  faculty  and  stu- 
dents. 


A  prominent  educator  said  a  few  weeks  ago  in  speaking*  of 
the  College,  "It  is  a  wonderful  school !"  The  secret  of  its 
success  lies  in  the  co-operation  of  faculty,  students,  alumnae, 
officers,  trustees,  and  governing  board.  Together  we  can  make 
it  a  far  more  wonderful  school  than  we  have  dared  to  hope, 
meeting  the  need  of  America  and  of  the  countries  abroad  by 
sending  out  scores  of  young  women  to  serve  in  the  school 
room,  the  home,  the  community,  trained  to  understand,  and 
skillful  to  guide  the  development  of  child  life  to  higher  levels 
of  thinking  and  of  social  living.  Only  through  such  educa- 
tional effort  will  America  and  the  rest  of  the  world  be  saved 
eventually,  for  Christian  education  from  the  beginning  of  life 
is  the  only  sure  cure  for  human  ills.  Appreciating  this  fact, 
the  National  Kindergarten  Association  of  New  York  City  have 
established  the  following  scholarships  at  the  College  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  more  worthy  students  to  secure  this  train- 
ing.    These  scholarships  are :

This  report  cannot  close  without  mention  of  the  one  who 
has  been  for  the  thirty-four  years  just  closed  the  great  presi- 
dent of  this  institution,  Miss  Elizabeth  Harrison.  Her  influ- 
ence as  a  teacher,  a  writer  and  an  administrator  has  gone  far 
beyond  the  institution  which  has  claimed  her  as  its  founder 
and  chief  inspiration.  Her  radiant  spirit  of  service,  her  keen 
appreciation  of  every  worker,  her  undaunted  faith  in  the  ideal, 
and  her  complete  devotion  to  the  cause  of  childhood  have 
crowned  her  for  all  these  years  the  chosen  leader  of  her  people. 
We  can  only  repay  her  consecration  by  an  unswerving  loyalty 
to  this  institution  and  to  the  children  of  the  world  which  it 
was  created  to  serve.
